Uncle Remus Association Will Take 
Charge of the Harris Home 
January 1. 


Through the aid of Andrew Carnegie. 
the Uncle Remus Memori: association 
ig now in position to take control of 
the home of Dixie's greatest writer. 

The philanthropist, who wae one of 
the .warmest personal friends of Jvel 
Chandler Harris, and a great admirer 
of his books, yesterday sent a check to 
Mrs. A. McD. Wilson for $4,927 to be 
added to the amounts already received 
for the purchase of Wren’s Nest and 
Snap Bean Farm 

It was characteristic of him that he 
should remember the amount received 
from the lecture given by Colonel 
Roosevelt for the benefit of the fund. 

Duplicates Lecture Fund. 

Mrs, Wilson suggested in a letter she 
wrote to Mr. Carnegie that he contrib- 
ute the sun of $5,000 to aid in the pur- 
chase of this property. 

In his letter to Mrs. Wilson, Mr. Car- 
negie states that he contributes the 
sum of $4,927—or, in other words, he 
duplicates the amount received from 
the Roosevelt lecture. 

Now that the association has in hand 
the sum of approximately $20,000, it is 
announced that it will take possession 
of Wren’s Nest January 1. This home 
has a frontage of about one hundred 
feet and a depth of some four hundred. 

It was agreed by the Harris family 
to sell the Wren’'s Nest and Snap Bean 
Farm, which comprises some three 
acres, to the association for $25,000. 
Later the Hartfis family gave $5,000 
credit to the association, which left 
just $20,009 to be raised. 

Only a Few Handred Needed. 

With the check from Mr. Carnegie, 
the association has*now some $14,000 
in hand, which, with the $5,000 credit 
of the Harris estate, is within some 
six or seven hundred dollars of enough 
for the complete payment on Wren's 
Nest, and lacking only $5,500 of suffi- 
cient to purchase Snap Bean Farm. The 
association will continue working to 
wet this sum. 

The formal opening of Wren's Nest 
will take place some time in the 
spring. 

It is “announced that Mrs. George 
Sharpe will be the custodian of the 
home. The Carnegie library has prom. 
Uncle Remus books 
at the home. 

The Uncle Remus Memorial associa- 
tion has been working hard and ear- 
nestly to raise the sum needed to take 
possession of Snap Bean Farm, so as to 
make it a playground for the children 
of the city, who so loved Uncle Remus. 
When they took charge of the move- 
ment, only $110 had been raised for 
this purpose.

PREDICTED BY TART 
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‘Congratulates South on Election of 
Wilson and Prophesies Good 
Times Under His Rule. 


| St. Augustine, Fla.. December 20.— 
President Taft in a speech here to- 
night congratulated the south upon 
the election of a democratic president, 
predicted nation-wide ‘prosperity un- 
der the new administration and spoke 
with pride of the way this. nation 
takes the quadrennial verdict of the 
people at the polls. 

The president spoke in the Masonic 
temple and the crowd which Hstened 
to his words cheered him to the echo. 
He gave his philosophy of politics and 
closed with the remark that swept the 
hall with laughter: 

“The only sorrow I have,” he said, 
“is the thought that there will break 
in upon the people and some indi- 
viduals the fact that there are not 
enough offices to go around.” 

President Taft said in part: “Your 
distinguished chairman, Senator 
Fletcher, has said something about 
the relations of the north to the south, 
and has read from one of my addresses 
with reference to the recent election. 
' I meant every world I said. I am not 
taking back a word, only I want you 
| to understand that I was playing the 
part of a philosopher and was attempt- 
ing to find good out of something 
which might have been different. 

‘I had occasion to say. when [. vis- 
ited the south during a previous elec- 
tion campaign that I ventured to think 
a great many of my audience would 
vote one way and pray another. 

“I did not think that was the case 
in the last campaign—at least, ‘there 
was nothing to indicate it. The morn- 
ing after the election everything was 
settled, everybody acquiesced and there 
was not what, in colloquial terms, 
would be called a ‘kick’ anywhere.” 

President Taft then reiterated some 
of his former utterances in regard to 
the prosperity of the United States, 
and added:

PEACE ENVOYS BANQUETED 


Porte Empowers Its Delegates to’ In- 
clude Greek Envoys in Negotia- 
. tions for Peace. 


London, December 20.—The slow and 
devious processes of diplomacy are ad- 
vancing toward a solution of the near 
eastern puzzle at a snail’s pace, The 
only definite achievement of the day 
Was an agreement by the ambassadors 
of the six great European powers that 
their governments would accept, in 
principle, autonomy for Albania and a 
guarantee to Servia of a commercial 
port on the Adriatic sea. Having 
passed this milestone in their delibera- 
tions, the ambassadorial conference ad- 
journed over Christmas. 

The Balkan peace delegates enjoyed 
the hospitality of the lord mayor of 
London at a Mansion house luncheon, a 
function which traditionally is given 
in honor of the members of foreign 
missions’ representatives of friendly 
nations and former presidents of re- 
publics who ivisit London. The peace 
delegates mingled in the most friendly 
fashion, partook of the famous May- 
sion house turtle soup and listened to 
an optimistic speech by Premier As- 
quith. 

Many Informal Conferences. 

Of business the delegates transacted 
none of a formal character, but the 
embassies and the hotels where the 
delegates are quartered were buzzing 
with informal conferences. 

The sublime porte has empowered its 
envoys to include the Greek delegates 
in the negotiations for peace, and a 
messenger with the documents con- 
taining this decision is expected to 
reach London tomorrow. Dispatches 
received*here from Constantinople say 
the Turks are confident that they 
now occupy a better military position 
toward the Greeks than when the_ne- 
gotiations began, and that Turkey neu 
would not sigm afiarmistice with them, 
even if the Greeks requested it. 

The Turkish delegates have been 
instructed,. accerding to another re- 
port, to raise the question. of the 
staus of Adrianople immediately, and if 
Bulgaria persists in demanding its 
surrender, to break off the peace nego- 
tiations; but diplomats generally are 
skeptical of thig story. 

Faced by Difficult Problem. 

While the agr@ement of t..e ambass- 
aadors of the powers on autonomy for 
Albania is arn important step, the 
working out of details of the scheme 
will be one of the most difficult prob- 
lems European conference ever has 
grappled with. , : 

The Economist notifies financiers 
and investors to expect in the coming 
year loans totalling $400,000,000 with 
which to repair the losses caused by the 
war and the mobilizations in Russia, 
Austria and Italy. The newspaper es- 
timates the cost of the war at $175,- 


000,000, using as a basis of reckoning 
the fact that there are 1,090,000 men 
under arms—400,000 Turks, 300,000 
Bulgars, 20,000 Servians, 150,000 
Greeks and 40,000 Montenegrins—at an 
average expense of 10 shillings daily 
for each man. . 

The Daily Telegraph claims to have 
unimpeachable information that Tur- 
key is inflexibly resolved to retain 
Adrianople or resume hostilities with 
the Balkan allies, and for this reason 
takes a grave view of the prospect for 
a successful issue of the peace confer- 
ence.

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"LOVE YOUR WORK" 
URGES OR, ADLER 


His Address on ‘‘An Ethical View of 
Life” Is Heard by a Large 
Audience. 


Democracy in a far broader sense 
than commonly known was urged by 
Dr. Felix Adler, in his lecture Friday 
night at the Cable hall on the subject, 
“An Ethical View of Life.” He advo- 
cated a chance in the conditions under 
which the masses of people labor, so 
that they may be made to love their 
work more. In fact, he said that this 
is the one great problem of the labor 
world, rather than the question of the 
distribution -of products, over which 
sociological students.and labor leaders 
have struggled so long. 

“Industry should be not for bread 
alone, but for the joy of working. The 
American people are slaves to work, 
anyhow, and get less enjoyment out 
of life than the Europeans. We should 
not confine our pleasure to moments 
of leisure: We should love our work. 
We should strive to create conditions 
around us by which we and others may 
have more joy as we toil. The result 
of this would be a broader and truer 
democracy.” These were the words 
with which the philosopher-lecturer 
gave the result of his long ‘career of 
study and observation. 

Large Audience Present. 

The lecture was heard by a large 
cosmopolitan audience. Every seat in 
the hall was filled. Scores of different 
faiths and classes of people were rep- 
resented in the audience, too, At the 
close of the lecture a special meeting 
of the “ethical lecture committee was 
held, Dr. C. B. Wilmer being elected 
president and M. H. Wilensky perma- 
nent secretary and treasurer, and plans 
were made for a series of ethical lec- 
tures to continue during this winter. 

Dr. Adler, who is professor of philos- 
ophy and ethics at Columbia university, 
told of the spread of ethical societies 
in the larger cities from the one he 
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organized in New York in 1876. Schools 
are now supported by some of these 
eocteties, he said, and wunsectarian 
moral instruction given to children. 

He declared his belief in the sou! of 
man—“an infinitesimal). part of the infi- 
nite soul”—and he said that there is 
abundant proof outside of the creeds 
of religions for the assertion that 
every man has some potential excel- 
lence, some spark of the divine. 

Conscience Wil) Smite Him. 

“4S man may wrong a woman, for 
example,” he said ip his argument for 
[the soul. “Considering her mothing but 
a thing he may thrust her into the 
maelstrom of the underworld, and sat- 
isfy himself with the idea that he lis 
sowing his wild oats, and that every- 
body does it. But later, as in actual 
incidents in my observation, his con- 
science will smite him with the real- 
igation that that woman is something 
more than a thing, that she is a soul. 
Those pangs are suffered by free- 
thinkers just as well as persons in 
religious environment, and sometimes 
are the first glimpse men have of their 
souls.” 

Marriage he defined as a compact 
between man and woman to enhance 
their initial excellence. They enter 


into it because they see in each other 
sufficient excellence for a complete 
union, he said, and the longer they live 


together the more they ought to see in, 


other’s soul and the better they ought 
to enjoy their union. 


GIGANTIC PUBLIC FRAUD 
CHARGED TO SIX MEN 


New York, December 20.—On a fed- 
eral indictment charging fraudulent 
use of the mails in promoting stock 
for a mill where the linen was sup- 
posed to be made in a day, six men 
were arrested tn a raid conducted by 
postoffice inspectors at the offices of 
the Sterling Debenture company here 
today. The authorities estimate that 
the yearly income of the promoters 
in this and other ventures has been 
more than $1,000,000, and that $10,- 
000,000 of the public’s money has been 
paid over to them since they began 
doing business. 

Investors in many parts of the coun- 
try are named in the indictment as 
complaining witnesses, and the al- 
lewed unlawful conspiracy specified ex- 
tended over a period of nineteen 
month, ending December 31, 1909. Gov- 
ernment authorities have been inves- 
tigating complaints against the de- 
fendants for six years, they say.

TOWARDS MEXIC 


Uncle Sam Determines to Better 
Conditions South of Border, 


Note of Warning Will Be Communi- 
cated by Ambassador Wilson on 
Return to Vera Cruz. 


7 

Washington, December 20.—The de- 
termination of the administration to 
adopt a stiffer policy toward Mexico 
as disclosed in the announcement last 
night of the purpose to make fresh 
representations to that government 
regarding the continuation of the re- 
bellion, is directly attributable to the 
recent return to Washington of sev- 
eral persons thoroughly cognizant of 
alleged evil conditions existing south 
of the border. 

First was Henry Lane Wilson, Amer- 
ican @embassador to Mexico, who has 
been in close touch with every one of 
the American consular officers in the 
disturbed districts and who is also 
APersonally aware of the attitude of 
the Mexican government toward the 
large number of American claims pre- 
sented as a result of the depredations 
committed by rebels. 

Information From the Front. 

Then there have come forward the 
three members of the self-constituted 
committee of Americans, representing 
tHe large plantation and mining inter- 
ests in northern Mexico who from per- 
s0nal knowledge were able to inform 
the state department of the yarious 
practices employed by the rebel lead- 
ers to extort money from the American 
managers and foremen and of the com- 
parative indifference of the Mexican 
government officials to the numerous 
appeals of the American interests for 
protection from the raiders. 

Lastly, there have come the members 
of the senate subcommittee on foreign 
relations, fresh from an investigation 
at first hand of border conditions, from 
California to Texas, 

* The combination of all these repre- 
sentations has. made a profound im- 
pression upon the administration. It 
has been concluded that stronger rep- 
resentations that have heretofore been 
made must be directed to the Mexican 
government if the conditions are to be 
improved. ' 

Ambassador Wilson Leaves. 

‘In the ordinary course these will be 
communicated through Ambassador 
Wilson, who is leaving Washington for 
New York. whence he will sail next 
Thursday for his post by way of Vera 
Cruz. The fact that the ambassador 
is returning in a leisurely fashion may 
be indicative of the purpose of the ad- 
ministration to avoid undue haste or 
excitement in developing this stronger 
\policy toward Mexico. 


~J| Tt has been represented to the state 


department that the strict enforcement 
of the neutrality laws is, in fact, re- 
sulting in the maintenance of an at- 
titude anything but neutral on the part 
of the United States, and that the Ma- 
dero wzovernment is benefiting unduly 
by the exclusion of arms from the 
rebels, while itself receiving quanti- 
ties of military supplies, and the 
United States government is now con- 
templating some amendment of the 
practice in that respect so as to make 
its attitude more impartial as between 
the combatants. 

Reports to the state department to- 
day from the border country refer to 
the strike of 950 Mexican miners em- 
ployed in American mines at Cananeéa, 
Sonora and of the strong anti-Ameri- 
can feeling among the strikers. The 
local officials express confidence in 
their ability to control the situation, 
but it was thought that Americans in 
the neighborhood would be in danger 
in case of a riot. 

The reports indicate that arms and 
ammunition, allowed to cross the bor- 
der from the United States by direct 
orders from Washington for the pur- 
puse of protecting American interests 
and placed in the hands of the miners 
to use against rebels, actually are be- 
ing turned upon the American mine 
managers and foremen.

SAFEGUARD BONDS 


URGES GRAND JURY 


Pistol ‘“Toting”’ in Georgia 
Comes in for Con- 
demnation. 


It will be much harder for a prisoner 
to get out on bond in the future if the 
suggestions made to Sheriff’ Mangum 
by: the retiring grand jury are carried 
out. The grand jury held numerous 
conferences with the sheriff and a num- 
ber of his depyties, and suggested 
changes in the manner of approval 
of bonds and also in the form of the 
bond. 

John M. Green, foreman of the grand 
jury, stated that the sheriff was en- 
tirely in accord with the jury’s ideas 
and had promised to co-operate with 
them. The new bond, !f adopted, will 
be in the form of the regular bond 
allowed federal prisoners, except that 
the certificate in regard to the bonds- 
man will be much more specific. The 
bondsman will have to give three ref- 
erences as to his standing, and will 
have to give in minutest detail a de- 
scription of his property, his residence 
and where he gets his mail. The stated 
object of the grand jury was to cor- 
rect looseness in granting bonds which 
became apparent recently in the case 
of George Wren, who was allowed to 
go free on an illegal bond. 

Pistol “Teting” Scored. 

In the formal presentments to the 
superior court the grand jury scored 
pistol “toting” in Georgia, and* recom- 
mended more stringent laws in regard 
to this. 

“We find,” stated the recommenda- 
tion, “that a very large part of the 
loss of life in Georgia and the expense 
in the courts is due to three causes, 
the carrying of deadly weapons, the 
sale of intoxicating liquors and the 
ease with which stolen articles are 
disposed of to pawnshops and junk 
dealers.” 

The jury also recommended a law 
prohibiting entirely the sale of dis- 
carded army rifles, and indorsed the 
recent recommendations of the cham- 
ber of commerce made through the 
committee of safety. 

Recommendation was also made that 
the commission as notary public of 


Emmett Blount, a young attorney, be’ 


taken away from him by the court. 
The presentmeht did not go into detail, 
but a member of the jury stated action 
had been taken on account of irregu- 
larity in the matter of witnessing 
bonds, and that Blount had been called 
before them for investigation before 
the action was taken. Judge Ellis has 
not yet acted upon the recommendation, 
but stated that he would take the 
matter up with Solicitor Hugh M. Dor- 
sey today. ’ 
Blount to Make Fight. 

Emmett Blount is highly indignant 
over the action of the grand jury in 
recommending that his notary public 
commission be taken away from him, 
and says that if any steps are -taken 
by the superior court to carry out the 
recommendation that he will fight it 


to the last. 
“I knew nothing of the matter until 


—s 
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the presentment was made public Fri- 
day.” said Mr. Blount, “and can assign 
no cause for such action. I was called 
before the grand jury in the matter 
of a bond, but did not dream that they 
contemplated taking such a course to- 
ward me as they did. 

Other recommendations for the safe- 
ty and general welfare of the county 
were made in detail by the jury, which 
outlined recommendations of former 
juries, which it was stated had been 
allowed to lie forgotten. The grand 
jury suggested that a committee of 
three be appointed by the court to put 
these recommendations before the rep- 
resentatives from Fulton and also be- 
fore the senator and the court appoint- 
ed John M. Green, G. 8. Prior and C. C. 
McGahee, all former foremen, to take 
the matter in hand. 


SAFE AND SANE XMAS 
WANTED BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor Courtland Winn declared him- 
self as favoring a safe ang sane Christ- 
mas celebration when he issued his an- 
nual proclamation, Friday. The proc- 
lamation allows the discharging of 
fireworks on private premises during 
Christmas week. 

The mayor said that while he was 
in favor of a same celebration, he ex- 
plained that he thought the little folks 
should be alloweg to explode as many 
firecrackers as they wanted*to.

| CABINET MEMBERS IN CONGRESS. 


President Taft's latest message to congress proposes an innova- 
tion which might well be added to our governmental practice—4nd 
‘that is according cabinet members the right to sit in either the 
| house or senate, to ask questions and participate in debates, but 

withholding from them the privilege of voting. 

The custom has long prevailed in England and has thoroughly 
vindicated itself. Ministers charged with various departments of 
the British government are, under this system, enabled to assist 
parliament, step by step, in intelligent legislation. A member whose 
chief assets are ignorance and desire to play to the grand stand is 
apt to stop, look and listen before entering upon a time-killing or 
‘dangerous tirade when he knows that within ear-shot is an expert 
'who will not hesitate to check his exaggerations or correct his 
deliberate inaccuracies. 

Under the American plan, cabinet officers can only keep in 
touch with the lawmaking body by written communications or 
subterranean interviews with committeemen or individual members. 
ihey may know that congress ts proceeding upon a wrong-headed 
or unpatriotic course, yet be powerless to use the effective weapon 
of publicity save by the most indirect and casual methods. 

We can take lessons from monarchical Great Britain in this 
respect, as well as in the celerity with which the people can change

Conference Came to Close With the 
Sessions of 
Friday. 


Three timely and forceful addresses 
were delivered Friday at the confer- 
ence of the Civic League of America. 

Dr. C. B. Wilmer spoke on “Crime 
and Lawlessness,” the causes ang pre- 
vention of same, ang urged the neces- 
sity of checking these evils, which are 
a menace to our civilization, and have 
a tendency towards anarchy and mob 
law for trivial offenses. 

Dr. J. J. Hall spoke on “The City 
and the Church,” giving some valuable 
statistics as to the growth of the cities 
in the United States, emphasizing the 
fact that the problem of the twentieth 
century city is a very important and 
difficult one. He urgeg the importance 
of church members being true Chris- 
tian soldiers, that the church of Christ 
must do the work of Christ—that 
Christ ang His law should ‘be the su- 
preme authority in national and -indi- 
vidual life, and that only “in His name” 
can we conquer. In other’ words, sin 
is the cause of our woes, Jesus Christ

Committe Turns Down All 
His Recommendations 


City Electrician Declares He Will Ask 
Mayor to Veto Electric Light- 
ing Contract. 


When the electric committee of 
council at its meeting friday conceded 
to every demand made by Preston §&. 
Arkwright, president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, in the 
city. electric ¢ontract for 1913, City 
Electrician R. C. Turner said he would 
make a fight for a veto before the 
mayor. : 

The city electrician declared, follow- 
ing the actiion of the committee, that 
he would appear before Mayor Court- 
land Winn Saturday morning and 
would ask him to hold up the contract 
because it takes awmy from the city 
the right to take over the “white way” 
system in the event it desires to fur- 
nish current from the new crematory 


plant. 
City Forced to Concede. 

‘*‘The company has just to dictate the 
terms of a contract and the city is 
forced to concede,” Turner said. “I 
made the suggestion that there be in- 
serted in the contract a provision for 
releasing the system to the aity, but 
evidently the company was afraid of 
the pmeposed crematory plant and all 
it had to do was to demand that the 
recommendation be stricken out.” 

Council’s committee on electrical af- 
fairs steam-rolled the entire seven 
recommendations of the city electric- 
jan. 

One of the. provisions was that the 
city accept only flaming arcs operated 
at 10 amperes and 450 watts instead 
of the 71-2 ampere lights. City Elec- 
trician Turner declared before the 
committee that it was impossible to 
operate the lamps with any degree of 
success at less than 10 amperes of 
current and President Arkwright took 
the position that the company could 
not install the lamps and operate them 
on the contract rates. 

Refuses to Do Locating. 

“Tl’d be ashamed to locate one of 
those 71-2 ampege lamps tin any sec- 
tion of the city.” declared the city 
electrician, “and I won't. If the com- 
mittee wants them placed in the city 
they will have to do the locating and 
I'll see that they are placed.” 

The committee ordered 400 flaming 
ares to be placed in the city at some 
future time, and President Arkwright 
said that he would place the order for 
the lights immediately. The aity elec- 
trician pointedly informed thé com- 
mittee that he would have nothing to 
do with the locating of the lamps, ex- 
plaining that they were not fit for city 
use. 

“Suppose the committee orders you 
to locate them,” suggested Councilman 
Claud Mason. , 

“T won't locate them,” 
turned. 

Will Not Delay Contract. 

Mayor Winn favors a clause in the 
contract with the power company 
which wil] give to the city the right 
to take over the white way lighting 
system, but it is not probable that he 
will delay the contract any longer for 
one solitary reason. 

In conceding to the demands of the 
power company the street committee 
rescinded its former action when it 
adopted a majority of the recommen- 
dations of the electrician. One of the 
suggestions adopted was to compel the 
company to agree to a Tebate of $14 
on arcs located in the white way dis- 
trict. The lamps are burned from 
dusk to daylight despite the fact that 
the white way lamps are also burning. 
It was the idea of the city to cut out

the lights until midnight, the time 
when the white way lights are shut 
off. 


Turner Loses Agatn. 


City Electrician Turner lost his fight 
for a $42 Tate on arcs in the city bé- 
fore the committee and the aity will 
pay $50 and $42 in the white way dis- 
trict. 

President Arkwright made a propo- 
sition that the city take over the task 
of washing the white way globes, 
offering to allow a rebate for the 
work. 

The committee instructed the city 
electrician to approve the December 
voucher in view of the fact that the 
company has started cleaning the 
white way globes.

Previous attempts have 
been made for many years to modern- 
ize the feudal form of government, 
but these have always failed owing to 
the attitude of the privileged classes.

DIAMOND MERCHANT 
SLAIN FOR REVENGE 


J. H. Logue, Who Sent Jewel Thieves 
to Prison, Found Dead From 
17 Knife Wounds. 


Chicago, December 20.—Revenge, ac- 
cording to the police, prompted the 
murder of J. H. Logue, a diamond 
merchant, who was killed in his office 
in the McVicker theater building in 
in the center of the shopping district, 
about noon today. . 

There is no clue to the slayer or 
slayers. Logue ts said to have been 
responsible for the sentence of some 
diamond thieves to prison in 1905 or 
1906, and police are working on the 
theory that they, having regained their 
freedom, may have been implicated in 
the killing. The police believe a wom- 
an may have been included in the plot 
because Logue was gagged with a 
black ribbon. 

Seventeen knife wounds were in his 
body, which caused the revenge theory 
to be advanced. He also was shot in 
the right shoulder, but the wound 
would not have caused death, physi- 
cians said. His mouth was burned with 
acid and his skull crushed. Part of 
Logue’s right thumb was almost sev- 
ered, indicating a hand-to-hand strug- 
gle. 

Whether robbery entered into the 
crime has not been determined. The 
office safe was locked, but. bloody 
finger prints and a bloody rag were 
found inside. Clear: impressions of the 
prints were obtained, and the police 
hope they may prove a valuable clue. 

Logue never carried a very large 
stock of goods. He was a jobber and 
purchased diamonds and other jewelry 
only as he thought he saw a ready 
market for them. 

Immediately after hearing of the 
murder, Chief of Police McWeeny or- 
dered 250 extra police from outlying 
districts to report to him to aid in 
the search for the.slayers. 

Stephen Doiza, a 16-year-old office 
boy, and Logue’s employee, found the 
body upon returning from lunch. When 
Doiza was questioned by the police 
he told of returning to the office and 
finding the shade on the front door 
down and the lock fastened. Entering 
wits @ pass key, he saw the body of 
his employer lying in a corner partly 
covered with a newspaper. Doiza then 
spread the alarm.

ARBITRATION URGED 
FOR CANAL QUESTION 


society for Judicial Settlement of 
International Disputes Stirred 
by Resolution: 


Washington, December 20.—A reso- 
lution ofifered by Everett P. Wheeler, 
of New York, urging the president to 
accept the offer to arbitrate the Pana- 
ma canal controversy between Great 
Britain and this country, featured to- 
night’s opening session of the Ameri- 
can Society for the Judicia] Settle- 
ment of International Disputes. The 
introduction of the resolution, which 
also urged the president to prepare 
and submit 
agreement clearly defining the matter 
in dispute, created a mild sensation. 
Immediately several delegates wre 
on their feet seeking recognition. As 
others were on the program for set 
speeches tonight, a motion was made 
and unanimously carried to refer the 
resolution to the executive committee 
for report at tomorrow morning’s ses- 
sion. 

More than usual interest attached 
to ‘this year’s meeting of the society 
because of the important International 
questions at stake, both at home and 
abroad, among them the 
Panama and Mexican situations. 

Governor Baldwin Presides. 


The element which must be brought | 
into being to effect friendly settle-’ 


ment of international disputes must 
be something having the pomousness 
and scenic effect of war, according to 
Governor Simeon E. Baldwin, of Gon- 
necticut, who presided at tonight's 
conference. While declaring he did 
not dare hope in the near future for 
such a thing as the perpetual guarauity 
of the territorial integrity of any 
country by other countries, he felt 
confident no guaranty designed to be 
of such a nature would long survive 
unless it be fortified by some saygction 
of an imposing character. 

An address by Attorney General 
Wiickersham, “The Supreme Court of 
the United States, a Prototype of a 
Court of Nations,” was received with 
interest by the delegates. 

“Confidence, general public confi- 
dence in the learning,” he said, “im- 
partiality and integrity of the justices 
of the supreme court has made pos- 
sible the continued exercise by them 
of the jurisdiction we have been con- 
sidering. No one can imagine that if 
these judges had been chosen by popu- 
lar election for short terms, they 
could possibly have maintained the 
high standard of impartiality and 
freedom from the influence of mo- 
mentary popular prejudice, which has 
characterized this great tribunal from 
its foundation. 

Supreme Court Is Example. 

“Were not the justices of the su- 
preme court of the United States so 
greatly occupied with the enormous 
pressure Of business in that tribunal, 
probably no more satisfactory stand- 
ing tgibunal for the determination of 
matters of difference arising between 
the nations could be found, together 
with similar tribunals in other coun- 
tries such as the high court of justice 
of Great Britain or the judicial com- 
mittee of the privy counctl, with pro- 
visions for selecting from these bodies

SEVENTH COTTON 
GINNING REPORT 


1,345,874 Bales Short of Last 
| Year’s Crop at Cor- 
responding Date. 


Washington, December 20.—The sev- 
enth cotton ginning report of the cen- 
sus bureau fpr the season, issued at 10 
o'clock this .morning, announced that 
12,424,853 bales of cotton, counting 
round as half bales, of the growth of 
1912 had been ginned prior to Friday, 
December 13, to which date during 
the past seven years the ginning aver- 
aged 89.0 per cent of the entire crop. 
Last year to December 13 there had 
been ginned, 13,770,727 bales, or 83.5 
per cent of the entire crop; in 1908 to 
that date, 11,904,269 bales, or 91.0 per 
cent, and in 1906 to that date, 11,112,- 
789 bales; or 85.6 per cent. 

Included in the ginnings were 75,772 
round bales, compared with 
bales last year, 106.486 bales in 1910, 
140,024 bajes in 1909 and 215,059 bales 
in 1908. 

The number of sea island cotton 
bales included were 58,804, compared 
with 98,035 bales last year, 85,177 bales 
in 1909, and 80,316 bales in 1908.

In his statement Brown said that the 
reason he gave hig child to the home 
was because at the time he had no one 
to help him take care of it. He said 
he would rather have the child kept 
by a “nigger than John Garner.” He 
claimed that the only motive actuating 
him was a desire to protect his off- 
spring. 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown, father and 
mother of the petitioner, said the child 
was not well cared for. Mrs. Brown 
admitted that Garner foved the little 
girl so much that he had neglected his 
own son. 

Said He Was Kind to Child. 

Garner took the stand and said he 
had taken the child when it had been 
deserted, and that he had loved and 
cared for it. He denied ever Iill using it. 

A negro nurse said Garner loved the 
child, and.was kind to it.. She admitted 
that she once saw marks or bruises 
on its face, but did not Know what 
caused them, 

Judge Ridley -decided that the evi- 
dence did not show that the child had 
been so ill treated as to warrant his 
taking it from its adopted father. So- 
the proceedings were dismissed, and 
Garner carried the child away with 
him. He called to his little boy, but 
he would not respond. 

Outside the courtroom, Joe Brown 
and Garner came near having a fight, 
but friends of both parties kept them 
apart. 

Just what will now be the status in 
Garner’s family cannot. be stated, for 
even he himself does not know.

Chicago, December 20.—Martin Pan- 
ko, 40 years old, who confessed to 
having assaulted more than twenty 
women within a year, died at the 
Bridewell hospital today of a bullet 
wound inflicted by Detective Frank 
Wulff.

It is the 
pest conspectus of its kind I've ever 
seen, and it is an interesting. document 
because it’s the first report under the 
law requiring the publicity of cam- 
paigns.”’ 

Mr. Wells said as he left the gov- 
ernor’s office that he had come merely 
to have the satisfaction of presenting 
the report in person to the president- 
elect. He was asked if he would con- 
tinue in national politics. “No, I mere- 
ly did- a specific duty to which I was 
called,” he said, “and do not expect to 
take an active part any more.” 

The governor seemed to be pleased 
with the wide territorial support that 
the financial side of the campaign re- 
ceived. He ran his finger over the 
list of places, calling attention to the 
fact that contributions were received 
from Americans in Canada, China, Mex- 
ico, Ireland, Egypt, Ecuador, Hawail, 
Panama, Cuba, Honduras, the Philip- 
pines and Porto Rico. Those foreign 
contributions totalled more than $2,500.
